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Flowerless Trees Are Selected 
To Shade The Roosevelt Center

At its May 26 regular meet- 
ing the Greenbelt City Council 
approved changing the trees 
planned for the renovation of 
Roosevelt Center and learned 
that the work would be delayed 
until after Labor Day to avoid 
tight deadlines to complete the 
work before the Labor Day fes- 
tival and to permit time for the 
trees to be prepared for plant- 
ing. In other actions, council 
agreed to continue prohibiting 
left turns from Greenway Cen- 
ter onto Hanover Parkway and 
to replace the Lakecrest Drive 
tennis courts. The council also 
adopted the city budget (see 
May 29 issue). 

New Trees for Center 

On a 4-1 vote’ with 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
opposed, council approved the 
recommendation by architect 
Sharon Bradley-Papp and city 
horticulturist Bill Phelan to 
change the trees planned for the 
mall at Roosevelt Center from 
the London Planes shown in 
previous plans to Zelkova, in 
response to calls for more col- 
orful trees. The trees planted 
along Centerway are London 
Planes. Bradley-Papp said that 
she and Phelan considered ev- 
ery type of tree that grows in 
this area. Mayor Judith Davis 
quipped that the criteria used 
were more detailed than what 


most people use when looking 
for someone to marry. 

The criteria included a high 
and open branching pattern (to 
avoid obstructing passerby and 
storefronts), capable of provid- 
ing shade without overwhelm- 
ing the mall, disease and pollu- 
tion resistant, non-invasive (that 
is, a tree that won’t launch vol- 
unteer seedlings all around the 
surroundings), not surface root- 
ing (to avoid breaking up the 
pavement or creating a tripping 
hazard), and not messy (no nuts 
or seed pods). One criteria that 
was not met was for a native 
tree, but Phelan and Bradley- 
Papp did not feel that any na- 
tive tree met all the criteria. 
She said that the Zelkovas 
would change color more in the 
fall than the London Planes and 
would hold their green better 
during hot or dry weather. 

Although some people asked 
for flowering trees in the Cen- 
ter, Bradley-Papp said that 
flowering trees tend to be 
smaller so that the tree canopy 
would again block merchants’ 
signs and the statue. The sec- 
ond part of the mall renova- 


tions, which has not yet been 


approved, calls for planting 
flowering hawthorns behind the 
statue for additional sprmagtime 
color, she noted.

Final Solution to Beaver 


Management Problem Sought

At a poorly attended public 
information meeting, — the 
Greenbelt City Council sought in- 
formation and public comment on 
the real or perceived problem 
with beavers in Greenbelt Lake. 
Mayor Judith Davis introduced 
William Bridgeland, wildlife bi- 
ologist, who showed slides of 
beaver habitat and examples of 
flood damage caused by plugged 
culverts and the various strategies 

for combatting damage. 
According to Bridgeland, 
Greenbelt Lake is of a size that 
can support only one mating pair 
of beavers. The pair will have 


two to four or more kits per year 





that remain for two years, after 
which they are driven away by 
the parents. Beavers eat the bark 
of trees in fall and winter, prefer- 
ring aspen, poplar, tulip, sweet 
gum, dogwood and some other 
trees that surround the lake. Bea- 
vers mainly live in single large 
lodges with several underwater 
entrances. They also may have 
several small dens dug into the 
bank, also with underwater en- 
trances. 

Bridgeland suggested that 
since the beavers arrive from 
downstream only, a fence with a 
one-way gate at the lower end of 
the concrete channel below the 
lake would possibly keep more 
beavers from coming to Greenbelt 
but would allow the 2-year olds 
to leave. Eventually, when one 
or both of the parent pair dies, 
the lake could be beaver free. 

Live trapping is possible, 
Bridgeland said, but any beavers 
caught would have to be killed 
because relocation is against state 
regulations. 

Council Queries 

Councilmember Ed Putens 
asked if beaver activity had 
ceased. Bridgeland answered that 
beavers had been sighted recently 
but, at this time of the year they 
would be eating succulants and 
new twigs and not cutting trees.

Dr. Barbara Wesley Baker 
teaches the world to sing in per- 
fect harmony, and she does it 
with heart. 

“Tt’s a blast,” Baker says. “It’s 
just been a wonderful experience 
meeting different musicians.” 

When in Greenbelt, Baker, a 
vocal music teacher at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, instructs 
the school’s five choirs and has 
done so for the last 20 years. 
However, her love of music also 
has sent her throughout the world 
— to Canada, Mexico, England, 
and last year to Ireland. 

As part of a world music fes- 
tival in Dublin, Baker instructed 
60 teachers in gospel workshops. 
She also had one day to teach 
eight gospel songs to three of the 
city’s high school choirs during 


the week of the concert. Days 


later, she conducted the 175 stu- 
dents in a concert where they 
sang the songs from memory. 

Concerts and History in 

Germany 

Baker does not always travel 
solo. In March she took 63 
Roosevelt choir members to Ger- 
many, completing an exchange 
with 73 ‘students from 
Winfriedschule Gymnasium in 
Fulda. The Roosevelt chamber 
and women’s choirs gave concerts 
in their host city, and in Munich, 
Neuhof, Petersberg, Gotha, and 
Wiesbaden. They sang gospel, 


Negro spirituals, American pop, — 


and traditional and contemporary 
choral music, in Italian, German, 
and Japanese. Audiences through- 
out Germany gave the choirs 
standing ovations. 

“It was a very powerful and 
awesome experience for the chil- 
dren” Baker says. “It made the

face the tennis courts on 
Lakecrest Drive. However, 
when the company began the 
work, the existing surface began 
to collapse.

Council 
unanimously approved the staff 
recommendation to spend an 
additional $38,325 to replace 
both courts by constructing a 
new sub-base and top surface.

- crosswalk evaluation: 
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moving the vehicle, the city 
does not enforce this ordinance. 
Most of the problems described 
by Abrams, she said, involve a 
single individual who owns 
multiple vehicles and is, in es- 
sence, storing them on city 
streets. Council should receive 
an Advisory Planning Board re- 
port on the issue within a 
couple of weeks, she said. 
Committee Reports 
Council accepted two reports 
from the Youth Advisory Com- 
mittee. One recommended that 
before reopening city wood- 
lands to mountain biking that 
erosion problems be corrected 
and that consideration be given 
to limiting the hours that city 
trails would be open to bikers. 
The second report reviewed 
a proposal for a skating park. 
The committee recommended 
that such a park would benefit 
youths in their early teens or 
younger, allowing them a place 
to “hone their skills without in- 
jury or trespassing.”

Baker - A Shining Star 

Baker’s efforts have been hon- 
ored. The Maryland Women in 
the Arts, which is coordinated by 
the Maryland State Department of 
Education and the Maryland Com- 
mission for Women, selected her 
as a 1998 Distinguished Woman in 
the Arts. The Maryland Music 
Educators Association also recog-

“T can’t think of anyone that I 
respect more than Barbara Baker,” 
says Dr. Gerald L. Boarman, chief 
education administrator and princi- 
pal at Roosevelt. “She is truly 
looked upon as a shining star and 
a beacon at Roosevelt.” 

“She is a wonderful director,” 
says Roosevelt Band Director 
Rebecea Holtz.

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Strong Acting, Beautiful Costumes 
Make “Camelot” a Good Journey

Strong acting and beautiful 
costumes graced the stage of the 
Greenbelt Arts Center on Friday, 
May 29, for the opening night of 
Mark Twain’s “A Connecticut 
Yankee in King Arthur’s Court,” 
first adapted by John Fuller in 
1941, 

Fuller’s adaptation was very 
liberal, so much so that the ren- 
dition barely resembled the novel 
except that Fuller was kind 
enough to include the major char- 
acters and a couple original epi- 
sodes. Other than that, Fuller 
completely rewrote Twain’s bril- 
liantly penned classic that in- 
cluded the Yankee’s fascinating 
adventures and _ intellectual 
musings about class, politics, the 
church, and his unromantic in- 
sights on being an official in 
King Arthur’s Court. 

True to the novel, Hank Mor- 
gan as the Yankee, played ear- 
nestly by Andy Greenleaf, still 
popped into sixth century 
Camelot from 19th century Con- 
necticut. But from here, the play 
diverges from the book. Queen 
Morgan Le Fay, King Arthur's 
sister craftily played by Gail 
Gauldin, and Merlin artfully por- 





trayed by Keith Mervine, plot to

overthrow the kingdom of King 
Arthur rendered royally by John 
Bird. The grand performances of 
these actors and the outstanding 
acting by Patrick Ready as the 
bumbling Sir Sagramor and Tom 
Zanner as Sir Launcelot drive the 
play. 

Both new and familiar faces 
also appeared in this production. 
Teenager Chenoa Jones as 
Hank’s handy assistant, Clarence, 
launched a promising beginning 
in theatre; Stephanie Keenan, 
who can also be seen in the 
movie, “Deep Impact,” was 
queenly as King Arthur’s wife, 
Guenever, and Gina Mai Denn 
was lovely as the damsel in dis- 
tress, Sandy. Jennifer Elaine 
Rapp as Elaine and Heather Mar- 
tin, the owner of the Voice from 
Factory 5, were back at the Cen- 
ter after “Bye Bye Birdie” for 
another energetic performance. 
And then there’s Mark Twain. 

Director Mary Lou Fisher said 
she did not like Fuller’s prologue 
or epilogue.. Thus, she cleverly 
replaced Fuller’s text by having a 
bushy headed Twain look alike 
with a mushroom mustache who 
gave punchy monologues 
throughout the show. Fisher said 
she decided to use an anonymous

actor to play Twain because this 
addition was not in the adapta- 
tion. The speeches of Twain, 
who was dressed in a plantation 
white suit, went well until the 
play’s close. Because of the mas- 
sive rewrite, Twain’s monologue 
about Hank’s death that came 
from the novel did not bridge the 
gap from the adaptation to the 
book. In this context, this speech 
simply did not make sense. 
What did make the connection 
were the costumes. Ginny 
Zanner did a splendid job with 
the magnificent period clothing.

Maryland Offers School Tax Break 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein says that new 
state and local tax benefits will 
make it easier for individuals to 


plan for their children’s college | 


tuition costs by participating in the 
Maryland Prepaid College Trust 
program. 

The 1998 Maryland General 
Assembly enacted two bills to cre- 
ate tax breaks for individuals who 
purchase a prepaid tuition contract. 
Governor Glendening signed the 
bills into law May 21. 

The first allows a Maryland- 
only deduction of up to $2,500 
per year for each year that the 
purchaser contributes to the plan. 
The maximum deduction is $2,500 
whether the taxpayer files a single

or joint tax return. “This state- 
only deduction, known as a sub- 
traction modification, will reduce 
the adjusted gross income taxpay- 
ers report on their federal income 
tax returns,” Goldstein said. Tax- 
payers who contribute more than 
$2,500 in a year will not be able 
to carry forward those excess con- 
tributions into the following year 
for tax purposes. 

The second new tax break ex- 
empts the investment’s earnings 
from Maryland state and local in- 
come taxes at the time the benefi- 
ciary uses the contract benefits to 
pay for college tuition. “This 
means that students who use the 
earnings to pay tuition costs will 
pay no state or local income tax 


on the earnings,” he said. Under 
current law, the earnings will be 
subject to federal income tax, but 
at the student’s tax rate. 

The Maryland Prepaid College 
Trust provides several tuition plans 
and payment options. Contracts 
can be purchased for children 
whose ages range from newborn 
to those who have not yet entered 
the 10th grade. The enrollment 
period for this year ends June 30, 
1998. |

‘Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
asked what would happen if noth- 
ing more was done after preferred 
species of trees were protected 
with hardware cloth. Bridgeland 
answered that they might stay and 
change to less desirable species 
but if the habitat is no longer de- 
sirable, they might leave. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
asked if there were any benefits 
derived from the _ beavers. 
Bridgeland conceded that some 
water quality benefits resulted, 
such as the sediment collected in 
the forebay when the little dam 
was built there. Removing trees 
opens the forest floor to the sun, 
encouraging new growth of the 
understory. Bill Phelan suggested 
people look to the left (west) on 
the bridge on Research Road over 
Beaverdam Creek to see the ef- 
fects of beaver activity — a much 
more luxuriant 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
acknowledged that there was now 
more wildlife (blue herons, for 
example) to the right of the 
bridge than there had been when

only the dead trees. 
James Giese. asked how far 
from shore beavers normally for- 


age. According to Bridgeland, this 


depends on the tree species avail- 
able; for aspen they might travel 
100 yards. He added that some 
individual beavers are more ad- 
venturesome than others. 

Carl Kautz asked if there were 
twice .as many, beavers next year 
whether the destruction would be 
twice as bad. Bridgeland an- 
swered that opening up the 
canopy allows more growth of 
shrubs beavers prefer and would 
somewhat lower the demand. 
Also because the two-year-olds

are driven off by the parents, the 
population soon becomes maxi- 
mized and would remain stable. 

Joanne Tucker asked if any- 
thing was going to be done at 
this time. Mayor Davis an- 
swered that the question was still 
being evaluated but that a deci- 
sion would be made in the near 
future. Education of homeowners 
on protecting their property was 
one proposal. No damage to pri- 
vate property has been reported. 

Giese asked if there were any 
devices other than wire mesh to 
According to 
Bridgeland, some research is be- 
ing conducted with odors, etc. as 
well as incorporating grit into la- 
tex paint, -however, no results 
have been reported. 

What to Do? 

Bill Phelan suggested that 
lowering the lake level by about 
three feet might encourage the 
beavers to leave because the en- 
trances to their dens would be 
above water and exposed. This 
strategy, combined with an exclu- 
sion gate, might be successful in 
eliminating the beavers, if that is

what is desired, he said. Rob- 
erts, on the other hand, expressed 
the need for caution before low- 
ering the lake level. He urged 
getting information on the pos- 
sible adverse effects to fish and 
other wild life before lowering 
the lake level. 

Roberts suggested fencing city 
property and installing an exclu- 
sion gate. Giese suggested that 
since most damage occurs to 
scrub trees growing too close to- 
gether, the city should protect the 
large and important ones only. 
Mayor Davis stated that an edu- 
cation program should be under- 
taken first to show homeowners 


- what they can do. Turnbull said 


the objectives should be decided 
before methodology and strategy 
are determined. White said that 
since council had decided that the 
beavers shouldn’t be killed and 
they cannot be relocated, they 
must be managed. 

It was decided that when 
Bridgeland’s final report is re- 
ceived, the “problem” will be on 
the council’s agenda as soon as 
practicable. In the meantime, at

Planting the summer garden | 


should soon be finished. The 
frequency of beneficial spring 
rains will diminish as the hot 
weather of summer settles in dur- 
ing the next few weeks. Hope- 
fully most gardeners have most if 
not all their spring planting com- 
plete.

A Greenbelt Gardener 


to a good start is to shade them 
the first few days after they are 
planted if these are sunny days. 
In my Own garden, I use flower- 
pots, cones made of newspaper, 
or window screens propped on 
bricks to keep the screens off the 
plants. 

Another step I take to dimin- 
ish the shock of planting is to 
clip flowers and buds off of any 
annual flowering plants. Impa- 
tiens, marigolds, zinnias, and 
other annual flowers will bloom 
all summer. Right ngw I want 
them to get off to a good start 
and work on root production so 
that they will bloom heavily un- 
til first frost. 

Squash and beans can still be 
planted from seed. Squash 
should be planted soon. Beans, 
however, can be sown every 
week or two until August. This 
will prolong and space out the 
harvest.
